THE PASSING OF FREK TRADE. 


The present aecendancy of the Oeiiio- 


crrtlU' party in Una uovcrnnieiit will 
leave ut least one clk-cl which will tie 
pi-nnanent. It has effectually destroyed 
tlie free trade heresy. So long na free 
trade in this country, in the modern 
sense, wae a theory, pure mid simple, it 
served as the rallying cry for a political 
party; the attempt to apply it has 
buried it iu ignominy, and tottering on 
the verge of its last resting place ia the 
party which gave it its death blow. 


The intelligent and progressive ele- 


ment of tlie Democratic party recognizes 
thia fact, and it is very seldom nnd only 
from tho cuckoo representatives of the 
administration, that any voice ig heard 
repeating with parrot-like precision the 
phrases that became so familiar ihirinii 
the long "campaign of education" which 
preceded the elevation of the free trad- 
ers to power. 


From the opening of the campaign 


which resulted in the election of Cleve- 
land to a second term the Democratic 
party was irrevocably committed to freo 
trade in its extreme sense. There wa« 
nothing indefinite or half-way about its 
declarations. A tariff which served as 
a protection to domestic industries it de- 
nounced not only as robbery, but aa un- 
constitutional. It went before the peo- 
ple on that platform, and it won. Eight 
years of persistent denunciation of pro- 
tection had its effect. It finally led 
many people to believe that trusts and 
combines were due to protection, and 
with the advent to power of the free- 
trade Democracy that those obstructions 
to competition would bo crushed out of 
existence and the "plain people" of the 
country would have a fairer abare of in- 
dustrial profits. It was a glowing pros- 
pect which the Democracy held out to 
the neople, and tho gilded promises were 
accepted with as much eutliuoiasm ua 
they would have been had thair per- 
formance been possible. 


Upon this platform of free trade the 


Democratic party came into full posses- 
sion of tho government—the Presidency 
and both houses ol congress. Its ma- 
jority was overwhelming, and its power 
for weal or woe irresistable. Its work 
is before us; tne promise and the char- 
acter of fulfillment are Bide by side for 
comparison. The Democratic party re- 
pealed the existing tariff law and en- 
acted a new one. 
The now law is a pro- 


tective tariff, somewhat mutilated to he 
sure and bereft of some of its best feat- 
ures, but clearly recognizing the protec- 
tive principle while inadequately and 
imequitably applying it. A protective 
tariff though it ia which the Demo- 
cratic party has enacted, the moat in- 
veterate free trader is forced to admit 
that the duties imposed by it must be 
raised in order to provide a sufficient 


-~—-revenue for the necessities of the gov- 


ernment. 


IB it any wonder under these circum- 


•tancefl that the honest, reputable and 
un-Olevelandized Democracy has turned 
its back upon the free trade humbug in 
utter disgust, and willingly makes the 
admission that a conservative protective 
tariff ia a necessity and that further 
howling for free trade is but the voice of 
dead demagogues wafted from the po- 
litical tombs? 


If free trade were a practicable propo- 


sition in this government, it would have 
been put into effect by the administra- 
tion now in power, which was bound by 
its pledges to do BO. The Democratic 
party baa confessed by its deliberate 
action that its denunciation of a pro- 
tective tariff was a eham, and its cry 
for free trade a hollow mockery. That 
action has been final BO far as that the- 
ory is concerned. The American people 
will not again give it their serious con< 
aideration. 
JAMES G. ELAINE ON SILVER. 


The many admirers of James G.Blaine 


•will read with interest that great states- 
man's opinion of the financial question. 
We republish it without comment, forit 
needs none. On this question, as on 
all others, the departed statesman made 
hia intent clear. Read the words of 
James G. Blaine, uttered in 1873, and 
consider their bearing upon one of the 
great problems before the American 
people in 1895: 


On the much-vexed and long-mooted 


question of a bimetallic or monometallic 
standard, my own views are sufficiently 
indicated in the remarks I have made. 
I believe the struggle now going on in 
this country and in other countries for a 
•ingle gold standard would, if success- 
ful, produce widespread disaster in and 
throughout the commercial world. The 
destruction of silver as money and es- 
tablishing gold as the sole unit of value 
muet have a ruinous effect on all forms 
of property except those investments 
which yield a fired return in money.
